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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to the communication filed on 
01/29/2009. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7-19 are pending claims 3,4,6 and 20-30 were cancelled. 
Claims 1,2,5, 7-1 9 are now allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Puppa et al. ( EP 13202219) discloses having a system and 
method for transmission of operation, administration and maintenance packets 
between ATM and switching networks upon failure (title). Puppa et al. further 
discloses having first communication network comprising a OAM and a second 
communication network. Puppa et al. discloses having a ATM network 
detecting failure and upon failure an ATM OAM is generated and transmitted 
over ATM network to inform ATM edge switches 1 1 0(1 ) and 1 1 0(3) of the 
failure. Puppa discloses having ATM and MPLS format conversion ...translating 
ATM cells and frames to MPLS frames MPLS network comprised of a MPLS 
OAM frame. Puppa et al. discloses having a first and second network. Yokoyama 
( US Patent 6,947,739) discloses mapping a VLAN tag to a VPINCI for 
connection customer stations. However, the prior art fails to anticipate or render 
obvious the following recited specific features: Claims 1 and 10: "A method for 
notifying/communicating at least one failure message from at least one source to 
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at least one destination, the source served by a first network and the destination 
served by a second network, comprising the steps of: receiving at an 
interworking facility a first frame which includes a failure notification message and 
a first destination address in a first format compatible with said first network; 
forming a second frame of a second format compatible with the second network, 
the second frame including the failure notification message; and mapping the first 
destination address to a second destination address specifying in the second 
format the address of the destination in the second network so that the second 
network, upon receipt of the second destination address, can route the second 
frame to the destination; wherein the first frame has an Ethernet format; wherein 
the first destination address comprises a Virtual Local Area Network (VLAN) tag 
within the Ethernet-formatted first frame; wherein the second frame has an 
Asynchronous Transport (ATM) format; and wherein the second destination 
address comprises an ATM Permanent Virtual Circuit (PVC) tag; wherein the 
interworking facility interworks the Ethernet format frames with the ATM format 
frames by the steps of: receiving at the interworking facility an Ethernet- 
formatted first frame with the corresponding VLAN tag; matching the VLAN tag of 
the first destination with the corresponding PVC VPIA/CI values of the second 
destination address using a mapping table; converting the Ethernet-format frame 
to the ATM format frame; and sending the ATM format frame with the 
corresponding PVC tag to the destination served by the second network." 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
